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preface. 


NNIVERSARIES, I think, may not in- 
appropriately be called the flatting ports, 
and refting places on our courfe, while 
we “ run the race that is fet before us.” 

On thofe days efpecially, we fhould come to the foot 
of the Crofs, and lay afide there " every weight and 
the fin which doth moft eafily befet us,” and implore 
frefh ftrength for the battle : and in deeper felf-exami- 
nation, — more bitter penitential, tears — more earneft 
refolutions of amendment of our finful lives — prayers 
more heartfelt than our wont for God’s Holy Spirit 
to help us for the future both to w///, and to do more 
readily His good pleafure, pouf out our hearts to Him. 

Few, perhaps, have been in the habit of confidering 
more than three or four of thefe pro -[\ pedtive and retro - 
fpedlive days, as Advent Sunday, New Year’s Day, 
and their own Birthday. 

I would fuggeft the obfervance of a few more of 
thefe Anniverfaries, — New Year’s Days — Birthdays, 
and prefen t for each of them, for the ufe of the Soldier 
of Christ, a fuit of the whole Armour of God, in 
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articles of the Creed ; leflons, from the Holy Scrip- 
tures; praife, in veHicles of the Te Deum; prayer, 
from the Collets, and from the beautiful Litany of the 
Church ; and as a key-note of the whole, one verfe of 
Holy Writ as the watchword of the day. 

Hear what S. Paul faith in his Epiftle to the Ephe- 
fians, vi. io — 18. 

“ Finally, my Brethren, be ftrong in the Lord, and 
in the Power of His Might. 

“ Put on the whole Armour of God, that ye may be 
able to ftand againft the wiles of the Devil. 

“For we wreftle not againft flefh and blood, but 
againft Principalities, againft Powers, againft the Rulers 
of the darknefs of this World, againft fpiritual wicked - 
nefs in high places. 

“ Wherefore take unto you the whole Armour of 
God, that ye may be able to withftand in the evil day, 
and, having done all, to ftand. 

“ Stand, therefore, having your loins girt about with 
Truth, and having on the Breaft-plate of Righteoufnefs ; 

“ And your feet fhod with the preparation of the 
Gofpel of Peace ; 

“Above all, taking the Shield of Faith, wherewith ye 
{hall be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

“ And take the Helmet of Salvation, and the Sword 
of the Spirit, which is the Word of God : 

“ Praying always with all Prayer and Supplication 
in the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perfeve- 
rance and fupplication for all Saints.” 

Advent Sunday, is, as it were, the New Year’s Day 
of the Church “ militant here on earth,” when {he 
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begins her yearly round of Fedival and Fail, by bid- 
ding us efpecially to prepare for the coming of our 
Lord, and to “ Watch” for His appearing. 

Then we note the New Year’s Day of the Church 
triumphant in Heaven, when, on the Feaft of Saint 
Andrew, the fird of a bright circlet twining through the 
year, (he begins her commemorations of the Apodles, 
and Saints and Martyrs, who planted and watered the 
Church, of which JfisusCHRisTis the chief Corner-done. 

Next comes the Birthday of our Lord : then the 
World’s Anniverfary — New Year’s Day ; which how- 
ever by the Church is merged in her greater fedival of 
the Circumcifion, when He, a tender Infant of eight 
days old, fird Ihed His mod precious Blood that we 
might be redeemed from Death, and the LefTons telling 
the hidory of the World’s Creation, when God made all 
things “ very good ” and “ Man in His Own Image,” 
are deferred till the (econd day of the New Year. 

But till God faid, “ Let there be Light,” there was no 
light, but “darknefs covered the Earth, and grofs dark- 
nefs the People therefore on the Fead of the Epi- 
phany “ we laud and magnify His glorious Name ” 
for the manifedation of that “ true Light which light- 
ened every Man that cometh into the World.” 

* Then, alas ! how foon, are (hame and forrow min- 
gled with our rejoicing, when on Sexageiima Sunday 
we hear, year by year the dory of the Fall, when Sin 
entered into that World, and Death by Sin, and marred 
the fair work of the Creator. 

Then comes the day of penitential fervice, to prepare 
us for that fadded one of all, “ when for us men, and 
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for our falvation,” the Son of God died upon the Crofs, 
a Sacrifice for the Sins of the whole World. 

Next in order (hines the glorious Eafter morn, ever 
recurring weekly, as “ the firll day of the week” dawns 
upon the World, telling of the vi&ory of the Redeemed, 
through “ the Lamb that was flain,” and “ now liveth 
for ever and ever,” “and became the firft fruits of 
them that flept.” 

Quickly following, (“ not many days hence ”), but 
after the great Forty days during which He myfterioufly 
trode this Earth, and then had afcended “to His Father, 
and our Father, to His God, and our God,” we comme- 
morate the Feflivalof the San£tified,when the Comforter 
Whom our Lord promifed, came to His faithful People. 

On the Sunday after, year by year, we celebrate the 
Feaft, and “acknowledge the glory of the Eternal 
Trinity, and in the Power of the Divine Majefty, 
worfhip the Unity,” and read of that Throne in Heaven, 
which, “ being in the Spirit on the Lord’s Day,” the 
beloved Difciple faw. 

Then may be added the Anniverfaries of our own 
individual lives. 

Our Birthday, the Anniverfary of our Life. 

Our Baptifmal Birthday, when we were born anew 
of Water and of the Holy Ghost, “ and were made 
Members of Christ, Children of God, and Inheritors 
of the Kingdom of Heaven,” reminding us of our 
“Death unto Sin, and a new Birth unto Righteoufnefs;” 
when we may mod profitably confider that folemn 
Promife and Vow which was then made for us, and 
which, on our day of Confirmation was ratified by us. " 
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Our Wedding-day may fuggeft holy thoughts of our 
Lord and His Church — of that myflerious union, of 
which Marriage is a type and emblem : and fo “ purify 
ourfelves, even as He is pure.” 

And do we not every day wake to re-newed life ? 
and fhall not each be confecrated to God’s fervice, 
while we gird ourfelves for the daily ftrife againfl “the 
World, the Flelh, and the Devil,” and run, fo that we 
indeed “ obtain the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus ?” 

“ New every Morning is the love 
Our waking and uprifing prove ; 

Through Sleep and Darknefs fafely brought, 

Reftored to Life, and Power, and Thought. 

“ New mercies each returning Day, 

Hover around us while we pray j 
New perils pall, new fins forgiven, 

New thoughts of God, new hopes of Heaven.” 

Neither may the Holy Angels be forgotten in thefe 
our Commemorations, who by God’s “appointment 
fuccour and defend us on Earth, and always do Him 
fervice in Heaven.” “Miniflering Spirits” are they, 
fays S. Paul, “ fent forth by Him to minifter for them 
who fhall be Heirs of Salvation,” — even for us, for 
whom Christ died. 

In the arrangement of the Chriftian Year, S. An- 
drew heads the Roll-call of the noble Army of Mar- 
tyrs, whofe great Captain is the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
and on this firft feftal Anniverfary we pray for grace, 
that we may, as He did, “ forthwith give up ourfelves 
obediently to fulfil God’s holy Commandments and 
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fo on each Saint’s Day as they occur, like “ a wheel in 
the midft of a wheel” in the glorious circle of Anniver- 
faries, we are taught by the Church to pray for fome 
efpecial grace of the Holy Spirit to enable us to repel 
the fiery darts of the Adverfary. Thus on S. Tho- 
mas’s Day it is for undoubting Faith : on S. Stephen’s, 
for “ Faith to behold the glory that lhall be revealed,” 
when we fuffer for the truth ; and for Love towards 
“ them which defpitefully ufe us, and perfecute us 
on S. John the Evangelift’s, for Divine Illumination : 
on the Holy Innocents’, for “ Innocency of life, and 
conftancy of Faith even unto death.” 

On the day of the commemoration of the Converfion 
of S. Paul, for thankfulnefs for the “ light of the Gofpel 
lhining throughout the World.” On the feaft of the 
Purification of S. Mary the Virgin, “ that we may be 
prefented unto God with pure and clean hearts on 
that of S. Matthias, for “ faithful and true Pallors 
on that of the Annunciation of the Blefied Virgin Mary, 
that we may through the “ Crofs and Palfion of our 
Saviour be brought to the glory of His Refurre&ion.” 
On S. Mark’s Day, we pray to be “eftablilhed in the 
truth on S. Philip and S. James’, for pcrfeft know- 
ledge of Jesus Christ, being indeed “the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life,” and “ for ftedfaftnefs in walking 
in the narrow way that leadeth unto life on S. Bar- 
nabas’ Day, for “grace to ufe aright the manifold gifts of 
the Holy Ghost:” on S. John the Baptift’s, that we 
may “ truly repent, conftantly fpeak the truth, boldly re- 
buke vice, and patiently fuffer for the truth’s fake on 
S. Peter’s, for diligence in preaching, and obedience in 
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hearing the Word : on S. James’s, for “ grace to forfake 
all worldly and carnal affections,” and readinefs to fol- 
low Christ : on that of S. Barnabas’, for love of God’s 
Holy Word, and “ both to preach and to receive the 
fame on S. Matthew’s Day, againft “ covetous de- 
fires, and inordinate love of riches.” On the Feaft of 
S. Michael and all Angels, for Heavenly guard ianfhip : 
on that of S. Luke, for Divine healing of our fin-fick 
fouls : on S. Simon and S. Jude’s, for Unity ; and on 
the crowning Feaft of All Saints’, that we may have 
grace given us, to be followers of them, who through 
faith and patience inherit the Promifes,” and " may 
come to thofe unfpeakable joys which God has prepared 
for them that unfeignedly love Him through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 

So let us who are militant here on Earth, join with 
Saints and Angels, — with the Created, — the Redeemed, 
— the Sanctified, — the Glorified, — day by day, in the 
jubilant chant to “ Him that fittCth on the throne over 
all from the beginning” — to Him Who created the 
Heaven, and the Earth, — to the Lamb Who was flain 
from the foundation of the World, — to the Life-giving 
Comforter, — Three Perfons and One God, — evermore 
praifing Him, and faying. Holy, holy, holy. Lord God 
of Hofts, Heaven and Earth are full of Thy Glory. 
Glory be to Thee, O Lord, Moft High. Amen.

refiner’s fire, and like fullers’ foap : 

And He lhall fit as a refiner and purifier of lilver : 
and He lhall purify the fons of Levi, and purge them as 
gold and lilver, that they may offer unto the Lord an 
offering in righteoufnefs. 

Then lhall the offering of Judah and Jerufalem be 
pleafant unto the Lord, as in the days of old, and as 
in former years. 

And I will come near to you to judgment; and I 
will be a fwift witnefs againft the forcerers, and againft 
the adulterers, and againft falfe fwearers, and againft 
thofe that opprefs the hireling in his wages, the widow, 
and the fatherlefs, and that turn afide the ftranger from 
his right, and fear not Me, faith the Lord of hofts.

And the King fhall anfwer and fay unto them. Verily r 
I fay unto you, Inafmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the leaft of thele My brethren, ye have done it unto 
Me. 

Then fhall He fay alfo unto them on the left hand. 
Depart from Me, ye curfed, into everlafting lire, pre- 
pared for the Devil and«his Angels : 

For I was an hungered, and ye gave Me no meat : 

I was thirfty, and ye gave Me no drink : 

I was a ftranger, and ye took Me not in : naked, 
and ye clothed Me not : lick, and in prifon, and ye 
vilited Me not. 

Then fhall they alfo anfwer Him, faying. Lord, 
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when faw we Thee an hungered, or athirft, or a ftran- 
ger, or naked, or lick, or in prifon, and did not minifter 
unto Thee ? 

Then lhall He anfwer them, faying. Verily I fay 
unto you, Inafmuch as ye did it not to one of the leaft 
of thefe, ye did it not to Me. 

And thefe fhall go away into everlafting punilhment : 
but the righteous into life eternal.

TJUT of that day and that hour knoweth no man, 
no, not the Angels which are in Heaven, neither 
the Son, but the Father. 

Take ye heed, watch and pray : for ye know not 
when the time is. 

For the Son of Man is as a man taking a far journey, 
who left His houfe, and gave authority to His fervants, 
and to every man his work, and commanded the porter 
to watch. 

Watch ye therefore: for ye know not when the 
Matter of the houfe cometh, at even, or at midnight, 
or at the cockcrowing, or in the morning : 

Left coming fuddenly He find you fleeping. 

And what I fay unto you I' fay unto all. Watch. 


S . Luke xii. 22 — 48. 

A ND Jesus faid unto His difciples. Therefore I fay 
unto you. Take no thought for your life, what 
ye lhall eat 5 neither for the body, what ye lhall put on. 
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The life is more than meat, and the body is more 
than raiment. 

Confider the ravens ; for they neither fow nor reap ; 
which neither have ftorehoufe nor barn ; and God 
feedeth them : how much more are ye better than the 
fowls ? 

And which of you with taking thought can add to 
his ftature one cubit ? 

If ye then be not able to do that which is leaft, why 
take ye thought for the reft ? 

Confider the lilies how they grow : they toil not, 
they fpin not ; and yet I fay unto you, that Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like one of thefe. 

If then God fo clothe the grafs, which is to-day in 
the field, and to-morrow is call into the oven ; how 
much more will He clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 

And feek not ye what ye fhall eat, or what ye fhall 
drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 

For all thefe things do the nations of the world feek 
after : and your Father knoweth that ye have need 
of thefe things. 

But rather feek ye the kingdom of God ; and all 
thefe things fhall be added unto you. 

Fear not, little flock ; for it is your Father’s good 
pleafure to give you the kingdom. 

Sell that ye have, and give alms ; provide yourfelves 
bags which wax not old, a treafure in the Heavens that 
faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither moth 
corrupteth. 

For where your treafure is, there will your heart 
be alfo. 
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Let your loins be girded about, and your lights 
burning ; 

And ye yourfelves like unto men that wait for their 
lord, when he will return from the wedding; that 
when he cometh and knocketh, they may open unto 
him immediately. 

BlefTed are thofe fervants, whom the lord when he 
cometh fhall find watching : verily I fay unto you, that 
he fhall gird himfelf, and make them to fit down to 
meat, and will come forth and ferve them. 

And if he fhall come in the fecond watch, or come 
in the third watch, and find them fo, bleffed are thofe 
fervants. 

And this know, that if the goodman of the houfe 
had known what hour the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and not have fuffered his houfe to be 
broken through. 

Be ye therefore ready alfo : for the Son of Man 
cometh at an hour when ye think not. 

Then Peter faid unto Him, Lord, fpeakeft Thou 
this parable unto us, or even to all ? 

And the Lord faid. Who then is that faithful and 
wife fteward, whom his lord fhall make ruler over his 
houfehold, to give them their portion of meat in due 
feafon? 

BlefTed is that fervant, whom his lord when he 
cometh fhall find fo doing. 

Of a truth I fay unto you, that he will make him 
ruler over all that he hath. 

But and if that fervant fay in his heart. My lord 
delayeth his coming ; and lhall begin to beat the men- 
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fervants and maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be 
drunken ; 

The lord of that fervant will come in a day when 
he looketh not for him, and at an hour when he is not 
aware, and will cut him in funder, and will appoint 
him his portion with the unbelievers. 

And that fervant, which knew his lord’s will, and 
prepared not himfelf, neither did according to his will, 
fhall be beaten with many ftripes. 

But he that knew not, and did commit things 
worthy of ftripes, fhall be beaten with few ftripes. 
For unto whomfoever much is given, of him fhall be 
much required : and to whom men have committed 
much, of him they will afk the more. 

Hebrews xii. 22 — 24.

Ifaiah lxiii. 

HO is this that cometh from Edom, with 
dyed garments from Bozrah ? this that 
is glorious in His apparel, travelling in 
the greatnefs of His ftrength. I that 
fpeak in righteoufnefs, mighty to fave. 

Wherefore art Thou red in Thine apparel, and Thy 
garments like him that treadeth in the winefat ? 

I have trodden the wineprefs alone ; and of the 
people there was none with Me : for I will tread them 
in Mine anger, and trample them in My fury ; and 
their blood ihall be fprinkled upon My garments, and 
I will ftain all My raiment. , 
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For the day of vengeance is in Mine heart, and the 
year of My redeemed is come. 

And I looked, and there was none to help ; and I 
wondered that there was none to uphold: therefore 
Mine Own arm brought falvation unto Me ; and My 
fury, it upheld Me. 

And I will tread down the people in Mine anger, 
and make them drunk in My fury, and I will bring 
down their ftrength to the earth. 

I will mention the loving-kindnefles of the Lord, and 
the praifes of the Lord, according to all that the Lord 
hath beftowed on us, and the great goodnefs toward 
the houfe of Ifrael, which He hath beftowed on them 
according to His mercies, and according to the multi- 
tude of His loving-kindnefles. 

For He faid. Surely they are My people, children 
that will not lie : fo He was their Saviour. 

In all their affli&ion He was affli&ed, and the Angel 
of His prefence faved them : in His love and in His 
pity He redeemed them ; and He bare them, and car- 
ried them all the days of old. 

But they rebelled, and vexed His Holy Spirit: 
therefore He was turned to be their enemy, and He 
fought againft them. 

Then He remembered the days of old, Mofes, and 
His people, faying. Where is He that brought them 
up out of the fea with the fhepherd of His flock? 
where is He that put His Holy Spirit within him ? 

That led them by the right hand of Mofes with His 
glorious arm, dividing the water before them, to make 
himfelf an everlafting Name ? 
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That led them through the deep, as an horfe in the 
wildernefs, that they fhould not ftumble ? 

As a beaft goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of 
the Lord caufed him to reft : fo didft Thou lead Thy 
people, to make Thyfelf a glorious Name. 

Look down from Heaven, and behold from the 
habitation of Thy holinefs and of Thy glory : where 
is Thy zeal and Thy ftrength, the founding of Thy 
bowels and of Thy mercies toward me ? are they re- 
ftrained ? 

Doubtlefs Thou art our Father, though Abraham 
be ignorant of us, and Ifrael acknowledge us not : 
Thou, O Lord, art our Father, our Redeemer ; Thy 
Name is from everlafting. 

O Lord, why haft Thou made us to err from Thy 
ways, and hardened our heart from Thy fear ? Re- 
turn for Thy fervants’ fake, the tribes of Thine inheri- 
tance. 

The people of Thy holinefs have poflelfed it but a 
little while : our adverfaries have trodden down Thy 
fan&uary. 

We are Thine : Thou never bareft rule over them ; 
they were not called by Thy Name.

A ND what ftiall I more fay ? for the time would 
■*** fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of 
Samfon, and of Jephthae ; of David alfo, and Samuel, 
and of the Prophets : 

Who through faith fubdued kingdoms, wrought 
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righteoufnefs, obtained promifes, flopped the mouths 
of lions. 

Quenched the violence of fire, efcaped the edge of 
the fword, out of weaknefs were made flrong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the armies of the aliens. 

Women received their dead raifed to life again : and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliverance ; that 
they might obtain a better refurredlion : 

And others had trial of cruel moc kings and fcourg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds and imprifonment : 

They were floned, they were fawn afunder, were 
tempted, were flain with the fword : they wandered 
about in fheepfkins and goatfkins ; being deflitute, af- 
flifted, tormented ; 

(Of whom the world was not worthy :) they wan- 
dered in deferts, and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth. 

And thefe all, having obtained a good report through 
faith, received not the promife : 

God having provided fome better thing for us, that 
they without us fhould not be made perfect. 

Hebrews xii. I — 7. 

TT/HEREFORE feeing we alfo are compafled about 

* * with fo great a cloud of witnefles, let us lay 
afide every weight, and the fin which doth fo eafily 
befet us, and let us run with patience the race that is 
fet before us, 

Looking unto Jesus the Author and Finifher of our 
faith ; Who, for the joy that was fet before Him, en- 
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dured the crofs, defpifing the lhame, and is fet down 
at the right hand of the throne of God. 

For confider Him that endured fuch contradi&ion 
of finners againft Himfelf, left ye be wearied and faint 
in your minds. 

Ye have not yet relifted unto blood, ftriving againft fin.

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ALMIGHTY God, Who haft built Thy Church 
upon the foundation of the Apoftles and Pro- 
phets, Jesus Christ Himfelf being the head corner-ftone; 
Grant us fo to be joined together in unity of fpirit by 
their do&rine, that we may be made an holy Temple 
acceptable unto Thee ; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

Of the increafe of His government and peace there 
(hall be no end, upon the throne of David, and upon 
his kingdom, to order it, and to eftablilh it with judg- 
ment and with juftice from henceforth even for ever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hofts will perform this.

He faid, I am the voice of one crying in the wilder- 
nefs. Make ftraight the way of the Lord, as faid the 
Prophet Efaias. 

And they which were fent were of the Pharifees. 

And they afked him, and faid unto him. Why bap- 
tizeft thou then, if thou be not that Christ, nor Elias, 
neither that Prophet ? 

John anfwered them, faying, I baptize with water :

And John bare record, faying, I faw the Spirit de- 
fending from heaven like a dove, and It abode upon 
Him. 

And I knew Him not : but He that fent me to

For God fo loved the World, that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whofoever believeth in Him 
fhould not perifh, but have everlafting life. 

For God fent not His Son into the World to con- 
demn the World ; but that the World through Him 
might be faved. 


Romans v. 6—21. 

17 'OR when we were yet without ftrength, in due 
A time Christ died for the ungodly. 

For fcarcely for a righteous man will one die ; yet 
peradventure for a good man fome would even dare to 
die. 

But God commendeth His love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet finners, Christ died for us. 

Much more then, being now juftified by His blood, 
we fhall be faved from wrath through Him. 

For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled 
to God by the death of His Son, much more, being 
reconciled, we fhall be faved by His life. 

And not only fo, but we alfo joy in God, through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by Whom we have now re- 
ceived the atonement. 

Wherefore, as by one man fin entered into the 
world, and death by fin ; and fo death paffed upon all 
men, for that all have finned : 
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(For until the law, fin was in the world : but fin is 
not imputed where there is no law. 

Neverthelefs, death reigned from Adam to Mofes, 
even over them that had not finned after the fimilitude 
of Adam’s tranfgreffion, who is the figure of Him that 
was to come. 

But not as the offence, fo alfo is the free gift. For 
if through the offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift by grace which is 
by one man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

And not as it was by one that finned, fo is the gift : 
for the judgment was by one to condemnation, but the 
free gift is of many offences unto j unification. 

For if by one man’s offence death reigneth by one ; 
much more they which receive abundance of grace, 
and of the gift of righteoufnefs, fhall reign in life by 
one, Jesus Christ :) 

Therefore as by the offence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation ; even fo by the righ- 
teoufnefs of one the free gift came upon all men unto 
juftification of life. 

For as by one man’s difobedience many were made 
finners, fo by the obedience of one fhall many be made 
righteous. 

Moreover, the law entered, that the offence might 
abound. 

But where fin abounded, grace did much more 
abound. 

That as fin hath reigned unto death, even fo might 
grace reign, through righteoufnefs, unto eternal life, by 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 
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GOD, Who know^ft us to be fet in the midft of 
fo many and great dangers, that by reafon of 
the frailty of our nature we cannot always ftand up- 
right : Grant to us fuch ftrength and prote&ion, as 
may fupport us in all dangers, and carry us through all 
temptations ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

T ORD, we befeech Thee, grant Thy people grace 
to withftand the temptations of the world, the 
fleih, and the devil ; and with pure hearts and minds 
to follow Thee the only God ; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

And I prayed unto the Lord my God, and made 
my confeffion, and laid, O Lord, the great and fearful 
God, keeping the covenant and mercy to them that 
love Him, and to them that keep His commandments : 

We have finned, and have committed iniquity, and 
have done wickedly, and have rebelled, even by de- 
parting from Thy precepts, and from Thy judgments : 

Neither have we hearkened unto TJiy Servants the 
Prophets, which fpake in Thy Name, to our Kings, our 
Princes, and our Fathers, and to all the people of the 
land. , 

O Lord,' righteoufnefs belongeth unto Thee, but 
unto us confufion of faces, as at this day : to the men 
of Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerufalem, and unto 
all Ifrael, that are near, and that are far off, through all 
the countries whither Thou haft driven them, becaufe 
of their trefpafs that they have trefpaffed againft Thee. 

O Lord, to us belongeth confufion of face, to our 
Kings, to our Princes, and to our Fathers, becaufe we 
have finned againft Thee. 

To the Lord our God belong mercies and forgive- 
neffes, though we have rebelled againft Him ; 

Neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lord our 
God, to walk in His laws which He let before us by 
His Servants the Prophets. 

Yea, all Ifrael have tranfgreffed Thy law, even by 
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departing, that they might not obey Thy voice ; there- 
fore the curfe is poured upon us, ancf the oath that is 
written in the law of Mofes the Servant of God, be- 
caule we. have finned againft Him. 

And He hath confirmed His words, which He 
fpake againft us, and againft our Judges that judged us, 
by bringing upon us a great evil : for under the whole 
Heaven hath not been done as hath been done upon Je- 
rufalem. 

As it is written in the law of Mofes, all this evil is 
come upon us : yet made we not our prayer before the 
Lord our God, that we might turn from our iniqui- 
ties, and underftand Thy truth. 

Therefore hath the Lord watched upon the evil, 
and brought it upon us: for the Lord our God is 
righteous in all His works which He doeth : for we 
obeyed not His voice. 

And now, O Lord our God, that haft brought Thy 
people forth out of the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and haft gotten Thee renown, as at this day ; 
we have finned, we have done wickedly. 

O Lord, according to all Thy righteoufnefs, I be- 
feech Thee, let Thine anger and Thy fury be turned 
away from Thy city Jerufalem, Thy holy mountain ;

Now, therefore, O our God, hear the prayer of Thy 
fervant, and his fupplications, and caufe Thy face to 
fhine upon Thy fan&uary that is defolate, for the 
Lord’s fake. 
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O my God, . incline Thine ear, and hear ; open 
Thine eyes, and behold our deflations, and the city 
which is called by Thy Name : for we do not prefent 
our (applications before Thee for our righteoufnefles, 
but for Thy great mercies. 

0 Lord, hear ; O Lord, forgive ; O Lord, hearken, 
and do ; and defer not, for Thine own fake, O my God ; 
for Thy city and Thy people are called by Thy Name.

1 fay unto you, that likewife joy fhall be in Heaven 
over one (inner that repenteth, more than over ninety 
and nine juft perfons, which need no repentance. 

Either what woman having ten pieces of filver, if 
lhe lofe one piece, doth not light a candle, and fweep 
the houfe, and feek diligently till (he find it ? 

And when lhe hath found it, (he calleth her friends 
and her neighbours together, faying. Rejoice with me ; 
for I have found the piece which I had loft. 

Likewife, I lay unto you, there is joy in the prefence 
of the Angels of God over one (inner that repenteth. 
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And He faid, A certain man had two fons : 

And the younger of them faid to his father. Father, 
give me the portion of goods that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto them his living. 

And not many days after, the younger fon gathered 
all together, and took his journey into a far country, 
and there wafted his fubftance with riotous living. 

And when he had fpent all, there arofe a mighty 
famine in that land ; and he began to be in want. 

And he went and joined himfelf to a citizen of that 
country ; and he fent him into his fields to feed fwine. 

And he would fain have filled his belly with the 
hulks that the fwine did eat : and no man gave unto 
him.

(Again, He limiteth a certain day, faying in David, 
To-day, after fo long a time ; as it is faid. To-day if 
ye will hear His voice, harden not your hearts. 

For if Jefus had given them reft, then would He 
not afterward have fpoken of another day. 

There remaineth therefore a reft to the people of 
God. 

For He that is entered into His reft. He alfo hath 
ceafed from His own works, as God did from His.) 

Let us labour therefore to enter into that reft, left 
any man fall after the fame example of unbelief.

{harper than any two-edged fword, piercing even to 
the dividing afunder of foul and fpirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a difcerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart.

HE Spirit of the Lord God is upon Me ; 
becaufe the Lord hath anointed Me to 
preach good tidings unto the meek : He 
hath fent Me to bind up the broken- 
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hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prifon to them that are bound ; 

To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and 
the day of vengeance of our God ; to comfort all that 
mourn ; 

To appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, to give 
unto them beauty for allies, the oil of joy for mourn- 
ing, the garment of praife for the fpirit of heavinefs : 
that they might be called trees of righteoufnefs, the 
planting of the Lord, that He might be glorified. 

And they fhall build the old waftes, they lhall raife 
up the former defolations, and they lhall repair the 
wafte cities, the defolations of many generations. 

And ftrangers lhall Hand and feed your flocks, and 
the fons of the alien lhall be your plowmen, and your 
vine-dreflers. 

But ye lhall be named the Priefts of the Lord : men 
lhall call you the Minifters of our God ; ye lhall eat 
the riches of the Gentiles, and in their glory lhall ye 
boaft yourfelves. 

For your lhame ye lhall have double, and for con- 
fulion they lhall rejoice in their portion : therefore in 
their land they lhall poffefs the double ; everlafting joy 
fhall be unto them.

npHESE things have I fpoken unto you, that ye 
**■ fliould not be offended. 

They fhall put you out of the fynagogues : yea, the 
time cometh, that whofoever killeth you will think 
that he doeth God fervice. 

And thefe things will they do unto you, becaufe they 
have not known the Father, nor Me. 

But thefe things have I told you, that when the 
time fhall come, ye may remember that I told you of 
them. And thefe things I faid not unto you at the 
beginning, becaufe I was with you. 

But now I go My way to Him That lent Me ; and 
none of you afketh Me, Whither goeft Thou ? 

But becaufe I have faid thefe things unto you, for- 
row hath filled your heart. 

Neverthelefs I tell you the truth ; It is expedient 
for you that I go away : for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you ; but if I depart, 

I will fend Him unto you. 
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And when He is come. He will reprove the world 
of fin, and of righteoufnefs, and of judgment : 

Of fin, becaufe they believe not on Me ; 

Of righteoufnefs, becaufe I go to My Father, and 
ye fee Me no more ; 

Of judgment, becaufe the prince of this world is judged. 

I have many things to fay unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. 

Howbeit when He, the Spirit of Truth, is come. 
He will guide you into all truth : for He fhall not 
fpeak of Himfelf ; but whatfoever He fhall hear, that 
fhall He fpeak : and He will fhow you things to come. 

He fhall glorify Me : for He fhall receive of Mine, 
and fhall fhow it unto you. 

All things that the Father hath are Mine : there- 
fore faid I, that He fhall take of Mine, and fhall fhow 
it unto you. 

A little while, and ye fhall not fee Me : and again, 
a little while, and ye fhall fee Me, becaufe I go to the 
Fathbr. 

Then faid fome of His difciples among themfelves. 
What is this that He faith unto us, A little while, and 
ye fhall not fee Me : and again, a little while, and ye 
fhall fee Me : and, becaufe I go to the Father ? 

They faid therefore. What is this that He faith, A 
little while ? we cannot tell what He faith. 

Now Jesus knew that they were defirous to afk 
Him, and faid unto them. Do ye inquire among your- 
felves of that I faid, A little while, and ye fhall not fee 
Me : and again, a little while, and ye fhall fee Me ? 

Verily, verily, I fay unto you. That ye fhall weep 
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and lament, but the world lhall rejoice : and ye (hall 
be forrowful, but your forrow (hall be turned into joy. 

A woman when (he is in travail hath forrow, becaufe 
her hour is come : but as foon as (he is delivered of 
the child, ihe remem bereth no more the anguilh, for 
joy that a man is born into the world. 

And ye now therefore have forrow : but I will fee 
you again, and your heart (hall rejoice, and your joy 
no man taketh from you. 

And in that day ye lhall alk me nothing. Verily, 
verily, I fay unto you, Whatfoever ye (hall afk the 
Father in My l/ame, He will give it you. 

Hitherto have ye afked nothing in My Name : alk, 
and ye lhall receive, that your joy may be full. 

Thefe things have I fpoken unto you in proverbs : 
but the time cometh, when I lhall no more fpeak unto 
you in proverbs, but I lhall Ihow you plainly of the 
Father. 

At that day ye lhall alk in My Name : and I fay 
not unto you, that I will pray the Father for you : 

For the Father Himfelf loveth you, becaule ye 
have loved Me, and have believed that I came out 
from God. 

I came forth from the Father, and am come into the 
world : again, I leave the world, and go to the Father. 

His difciples faid unto Him, Lo, now fpeakeft Thou 
plainly, and fpeakeft no proverb. 

Now are we fure that Thou knoweft all things, and 
needeft not that any man lhould alk Thee : by this we 
believe that Thou cameft forth from God. 

Jesus anfwered them. Do ye now believe ? 
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Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye 
(hall be fcattered, every man to his own, and lhall 
leave Me alone : and yet I am not alone, becaufe the 
Father is with Me. 

Thefe things have I fpoken unto you, that in Me 
ye might have peace. In the world ye lhall have tri- 
bulation : but be of good cheer : I have overcome the 
world. 


Romans viii. 

* I NHERE is, therefore, now no condemnation to 
A them which are in Christ Jesus, who walk 
not after the flelh, but after the Spirit. 

For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of fin and death. 

For what the law could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flelh, God, fending His Own Son in the 
likenefs of finful flelh, and for fin, condemned fin in 
the flelh ; 

That the righteoufnefs of the law might be fulfilled in 
us, who walk not after the flelh, but after the Spirit. 

For they that are after the flelh do mind the things 
of the flelh ; but they that after the Spirit, the things 
of the Spirit. 

For to be carnally minded is death ; but to be fpi- 
ritually minded is life and peace : 

Becaufe the carnal mind is enmity againfi God ; for 
it is not fubje& to the law of God, neither indeed 
can be. 

So then they that are in the flelh cannot pleafe God. 

But ye are not in the flelh, but in the Spirit, if fo 
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be that the Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of His. 

And if Christ be in you, the body is dead becaufe 
of fin ; but the Spirit is life becaufe of righteoufnefs. 

But if the Spirit of Him That raifed up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you. He That raifed up Christ 
from the dead fhall alfo quicken your mortal bodies by 
His Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the 
flelh, to live after the flelh. 

For if ye live after the flelh, ye fhall die : but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, 
ye fhall live. 

For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the fons of God. 

For ye have not received the fpirit of bondage again 
to fear ; but ye have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

The Spirit Itfelf beareth witnefs with our fpirit, that 
we are the children of God : 

And if children, then heirs ; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Christ ; if fo be that we fuller with Him, 
that we may be alfo glorified together. 

For I reckon that the fufferings of this prelent time 
are not worthy to be compared with the glory which 
fhall be revealed in us. 

For the earneft expe&ation of the creature waiteth 
for the manifeftation of the fons of God. 

For the creature was made fubjeft to vanity, not 
willingly, but by reafon of Him Who hath fubje&ed 
the fame in hope. 
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Becaufe the creature itfelf alfo {hall be delivered from 
the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

For we know that the whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now. 

And not only they, but ourfelves alfo, which have 
the firft- fruits of the Spirit, even we ourfelves groan 
within ourfelves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, the 
redemption of our body. 

For we are faved by hope : but hope that is feen, is 
not hope : for what a man feeth, why doth he yet 
hope for ? 

But if we hope for that we fee not, then do we with 
patience wait for it. 

Likewife the Spirit alfo helpeth our infirmities : for 
we know not what we Ihould pray for as we ought : 
but the Spirit Itfelf maketh interceflion for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered. 

And He That fearcheth the hearts knoweth what 
is the mind of the Spirit, becaufe He maketh intercef- 
fion for the faints according to the will of God. 

And we know that all things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them who are the called 
according to His purpofe. 

For whom He did foreknow. He alfo did pre- 
deftinate to be conformed to the image of His Son, 
that He might be the firft-born among many bre- 
thren. 

Moreover, whom He did predeftinate, them He alfo 
called : and whom He called, them He alfo juftified : 
and whom He juftified, them He alfo glorified. 
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What fhall we then fay to thefe things ? If God be 
for us, who can be againft us ? 

He that fpared not His Own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all, how fhall He not with Him alfo 
freely give us all things ? 

Who fhall lay anything to the charge of God’s ele£t ? 
It is God That juflifieth. 

Who is he that condemneth ? It is Christ That 
died, yea rather That is rifen again. Who is even at 
the right hand of God, Who alfo maketh interceffion 
for us. 

Who fhall feparate us from the love of Christ? 
fhall tribulation, or diftrefs, or perfecution, or famine, 
or nakednefs, or peril, or fword ? 

As it is written. For Thy fake are we killed all the 
day long ; we are accounted as fheep for the flaughter. 

Nay, in all thefe things we are more than con- 
querors, through Him That loved us. 

For I am perfuaded, that neither Death, nor Life, 
nor Angels, nor Principalities, nor Powers, nor things 
prefen t, nor things to come. 

Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, fhall 
be able to feparate us from the love of God, which is 
in Christ Jesus our Lord.

And he meafured the wall thereof, an hundred and 
forty and four cubits, according to the meafure of a 
Man, that is, of the AngeU 

And the building of the wall of it was of jafper ; 
and the City was pure gold, like unto clear glafs. 

And the foundations of the wall of the City were 
garniihed with all manner of precious Hones. The 
firft foundation was jafper ; the fecond, fapphire ; the 
third, a chalcedony ; the fourth, an emerald ; 

The fifth, fardonyx ; the fixth, fardius ; the leventh, 
chryfoly te ; the eighth, beryl ; the ninth, a topaz ; the 
tenth, a chryfoprafus ; the eleventh, a jacinth ; the 
, twelfth, an amethyft. 

And the twelve gates were twelve pearls; every 
feveral gate was of one pearl ; and the ftreet of the 
City was pure gold, as it were tranfparent glafs. 

And I faw no temple therein : for the Loro God 
Almighty and the Lamb are the Temple of it. 

And the City had no need of the Sun, neither of 
the Moon to (hine in it 2 for the Glory of God did 
lighten it, and the Lamb is the Light thereof. 

And the nations of them which are faved fhall walk 
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in the light of it : and the Kings of the Earth do bring 
their glory and honour unto it. 

And the gates of it fhall not be fhut at all by day : 
for there fhall be no night there. 

And they fhall bring the glory and honour of the 
nations into it. 

And there fhall in no wife enter into it anything 
that defileth, neither whatfoever worketh abomination, 
or maketh a lie : but they which are written in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life.

Daniel x. 

TN the third year of Cyrus king of Perfia, a thing was 
- revealed unto Daniel, whofe name was called 
Beltefhazzar ; and the thing was true, but the time 
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appointed was long : and he underftood the thing, and 
had underftanding of the vifion. 

In thofe days I Daniel was mourning three full 
weeks. 

I ate no pleafant bread, neither came flefh nor wine 
in my mouth, neither did I anoint myfelf at all, till 
three whole weeks were fulfilled. 

And in the four and twentieth day of the firft 
month, as I was by the fide of the great river, which 
is Hiddekel 5 

Then I lifted up mine eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
a certain man clothed in linen, whofe loins were girded 
with fine gold of Uphaz, 

His body alfo was like the beryl, and his face as 
the appearance of lightning, and his eyes as lamps of 
fire, and hjs arms and his feet like in colour to polifhed 
brafs, and the voice of his words like the voice of a 
multitude. 

And I Daniel alone faw the vifion : for the men 
that were with me faw not the vifion ; but a great 
quaking fell upon them, fo that they fled to hide them- 
felves. 

Therefore I was left alone, and faw this great vifion, 
and there remained no ftrength in me : for my come- 
linefs was turned in me into corruption, and I retained 
no ftrength. ' 

Yet heard I the voice of his words : and when I 
heard the voice of his words, then was I in a deep 
fleep on my face, and my face toward the ground. 

And, behold, an hand touched me, which fet me 
upon my knees and upon the palms of my hands : 
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And he faid unto me, O Daniel, a man greatly be- 
loved, underfland the words that I fpeak unto thee, 
and ftand upright : for unto thee am I now fent. And 
when he had fpoken this word unto me, I flood trem- 
bling. 

Then faid he unto me. Fear not, Daniel ; for from 
the firfl day that thou didfl fet thine heart to under- 
hand, and to chaflen thyfelf before thy God, thy words 
were heard, and I am come for thy words. 

But the prince of the kingdom of Perfia withflood 
me one and twenty days : but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief Princes, came to help me : and I remained there 
with the Kings of Perfia. 

Now I am come to make thee underfland what fhall 
befell thy people in the latter days : for yet the vifion 
is for many days. 

And when he had fpoken fuch words unto me, I 
fet my face toward the ground, and I became dumb. 

And, behold. One like the fimilitude of the fbns of 
men touched my lips : then I opened my mouth and 
fpake, and faid unto him that flood before me, O my 
Lord, by the vifion my forrows are turned upon me, 
and I have retained no flrength. 

For how can the fervant of this my Lord talk with 
this my Lord ? for as for me, flraightway there re- 
mained no flrength in me, neither is there breath left 
in me. 

Then there came again and touched me One like the 
appearance of a man, and He flrengthened me. 

And faid, O man greatly beloved, fear not ; peace 
be unto thee ; be flrong, yea, be flrong. And when 
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he had fpoken unto me I was ftrengthened, and faid, 
O let my Lord fpeak ; for thou haft ftrengthened me. 

Then faid He, Knoweft thou wherefore I come unto 
thee ? and now will I return to fight with the Prince 
of Perfia ; and when I am gone forth, lo, the Prince of 
Grecia fhall come. 

But I will ftiow thee that which is noted in the 
Scripture of truth : and there is none that holdeth with- 
me in thefe things, but Michael your Prince. 


Hebrews i., ii., iii. 

OD, Who at fundry times and in divers manners, 
fpake in time paft unto the Fathers by the 
Prophets, 

Hath in thefe laft days fpoken unto us by His Son, 
Whom He hath appointed Heir oLall things, by Whom 
alfo He made the worlds ; 

Who being the brightnefs of His glory, and the ex- 
prefs image of His perfon, and upholding all things by 
the word of His power, when He had by Himfelf 
purged our fins, fat down on the right hand of the Ma- 
jefty on high ; 

Being made fo much better than the Angels, as He 
hath by inheritance obtained a more excellent name 
than they. 

For unto which of the Angels faid He at any time. 
Thou art My Son, this day have I begotten Thee? 
And again, I will be to Him a Father, and He fhall 
be to Me a Son ? 

. And again, when He bringeth in the Firft-begotten 
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into the World, He faith. And let all the Angels of 
God worfhip Him. 

And of the Angels He faith. Who maketh His 
Angels Spirits, and His Minifters a flame of fire. 

But unto the Son He faith. Thy Throne, O God, is 
for ever and ever : a Sceptre of Righteoufnefs is the 
fceptre of Thy Kingdom : 

Thou haft loved righteoufnefs, and hated iniquity ; 
therefore God, even Thy God, hath anointed Thee 
with the oil of gladnefs above Thy fellows. 

And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning haft laid the 
foundation of the Earth; and the Heavens are the 
works of Thine hands : 

They fhall perilh, but Thou remained : and they all 
ftiall wax old as doth a garment ; 

And as a vefture fhalt Thou fold them up, and they 
fhall be changed : but Thou art the fame, and Thy 
years fhall not fail. 

But to which of the Angels faid He at any time. Sit 
on My right hand, until I make thine enemies thy 
footftool ? 

Are they not all miniftering Spirits, fent forth to 
minifter for them who fhall be heirs of Salvation ? 

^T'HEREFORE we ought to give the more earned 
heed to the things which we have heard, left at 
any time we fhould let them flip. 

For if the word fpoken by Angels was ftedfaft, and 
every tranfgreffion and difbbedience received a juft re- 
compenfe of reward ; 

How fhall we efcape if we negleft fo great falvation ; 
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which at the firlt began to be fpoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by them that heard Him ; 

God alfo bearing them witnefs, both with figns and 
wonders, and with divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to His Own will ? 

For unto the Angels hath He not put in fubje&ion 
the world to come, whereof we fpeak. 

But one in a certain place teftified, faying. What is 
man, that Thou art mindful of him ? or the fon of 
man, that Thou vifiteft him ? 

Thou madeft him a little lower than the Angels ; 
Thou crownedft him with glory and honour, and didft 
fet him over the works of Thine hands : 

Thou haft put all things in fubje&ion under his feet. 
For in that He put all things in fubje&ion under him. 
He left nothing that is not put under him. But now 
we fee not yet all things put under him. 

But we fee Jesus, Who was made a little lower 
than the Angels, for the fuffering of death, crowned 
with glory and honour : that He by the grace of God 
fhould tafte death for every man. 

For it became Him, for Whom are all things, and 
by Whom are all things, in bringing many fons unto 
glory, to make the Captain of their falvatioil perfect 
through fufferings. 

For both He that fanttifieth and they who are fanc- 
tified are all of One : for which caufe He is not afhamed 
to call them Brethren ; 

Saying, I will declare Thy Name unto My brethren ; 
in the midft of the Church will I ling praife unto 
Thee. 
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And again, I will put My truft in Him. And 
again. Behold I and the children which God hath 
given Me. 

Forafmuch then as the children are partakers of flefh 
and blood. He alfo Himfelf likewife took part of the 
feme* that through death He might deftroy him that 
had the power of Death, that is, the Devil ; 

And deliver them, who through fear of Death were 
all their life-time fubjedt to bondage. 

For verily He took not on Him the nature of Angels ; 
but He took upon Him the feed of Abraham. 

Wherefore in all things it behoved Him to be made 
like unto His Brethren, that He might be a merciful 
and faithful High Prieft in things pertaining to God, to 
make reconciliation for the fins of the people ; 

For in that He Himfelf hath fuffered being tempted. 
He is able to fuccour them that are tempted. 

*lT7HEREFORE, holy Brethren, partakers of the 

* * heavenly calling, confider the Apoftle and 
High Prieft of our profeffion, Christ Jesus ; 

Who was faithful to Him that appointed Him, as 
alfo Mofes was faithful in all His houfe. 

For this Man was counted worthy of more glory 
than Mofes, inafmuch as he who hath builded the houfe 
hath more honour than the houfe. 

For every houfe is builded by fome man ; but He 
that built all things is God. 

And Mofes verily was faithful in all His houfe, as a 
fervant, for a teftimony of thofe things which were to 
be fpoken after 5 
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But Christ as a Son over His Own Houfe ; Whofe 
Houfe are we, if we hold faft the confidence and re- 
joicing of the hope firm unto the end. 

Wherefore (as the Holy Ghost faith. To-day if ye 
will hear His voice. 

Harden not your hearts, as in the provocation, in 
the day of temptation in the wildernefs ; 

When your fathers tempted Me, proved Me, and 
faw My works forty years. 

Wherefore I was grieved with that generation, and 
faid.

But exhort one another daily, while it is called 
To-day : left any of you be hardened through the de- 
ceitfulnefs of fin. 

For we are made partakers of Christ, if we hold 
the beginning of our confidence ftedfaft unto the end ; 

While it is faid. To-day if ye will hear His voice, 
harden not your hearts, as in the provocation. 

For fome, when they had heard, did provoke : how- 
beit not all that came out of Egypt by Mofes. 

But with whom was He grieved forty years ? was 
it not with them that had finned, whofe carcafes fell 
in the Wildernefs ? 

And to whom fware He that they Ihould not enter 
into His reft, but to them that believed not ? 
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So we fee that they could not enter in becaufe of 
unbelief. 


Revelation xii. 7 — 12. 

A ND there was war in Heaven : Michael, and his 
Angels fought againft the Dragon ; and the 
Dragon fought and his Angels,

S. John iii. i — 8. 

HERE was a man of the Pharifees, named 
Nicodemus, a Rule r of the Jews : 

The fame came to Jesus by night, and 
faid unto Him, Rabbi, we know that 
Thou art a Teacher come from God : for no man can 
do thefe miracles that Thou doeft, except God be with 
him. 

Jesus anfwered and faid unto him. Verily, verily, I 
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fay unto thee. Except a man be born again, he cannot 
fee the Kingdom of God. 

Nicodemus faith unto Him, How can a man be 
born when he is old ? can he enter the fecond time 
into his Mother’s womb, and be born ? 

Jesus anfwered. Verily, verily, I fay unto thee. 
Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of God. 

That which is born of the flefh is flefh ; and that 
which is bom of the Spirit is fpirit. 

Marvel not that I faid unto thee. Ye muft be born 
again. 

The wind bloweth where it lifteth, and thou heareft 
the found thereof, but canfl not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth : fo is everyone that is born of 
the Spirit. 

Romans vi. 

TX7HAT fhall we fay then ? fhall we continue in 

v ^ fin, that grace may abound ? 

God forbid. How fhall we, that are dead to fin, 
live any longer therein ? 

Know ye not, that fo many of us as were baptized 
into Jesus Christ were baptized into His Death ? 

Therefore we are buried with Him by Baptifm into 
Death ; that like as Christ was raifed up from the 
Dead by the Glory of the Father, even fo we alfo 
fhould walk in newnefs of life. 

For if we have been planted together in the likenefs 
of His Death, we fhall be alfo in the likenefs of His 
Refurre&ion : 
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Knowing this, that our old man is crucified with 
Him, that the body of fin might be deftroyed, that 
henceforth we fhould not ferve fin. 

For he that is dead is freed from fin. 

Now if we be dead with Christ, we believe that 
we fhall alfo live with Him : 

Knowing that Christ, being raifed from the Dead 
dieth no more ; Death hath no more dominion over 
Him. 

For in that He died. He died unto fin once : but in 
that He liveth, He liveth unto God. 

Like wife reckon ye alfo yourfelves to be dead indeed 
unto fin, but alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

Let not fin therefore reign in your mortal body, that 
ye fhould obey it in the lulls thereof. 

Neither yield ye your members as inllruments of 
unrighteoufnefs unto fin : but yield yourfelves unto 
God, as thofe that are alive from the dead, and your 
members as inllruments of righteoufnefs unto God. 

For fin lhall not have dominion over you : for ye 
are not under the Law, but under Grace. 

What then ? lhall we fin, becaufe we are not under 
the Law, but under Grace ? God forbid. 

Know ye not, that to whom ye yield yourfelves fer- 
vants to obey, his fervants ye are to whom ye obey ; 
whether of fin unto Death, or of obedience unto Righ- 
teoufnefs ? 

But God be thanked, that ye were the Servants of 
fin, but ye have obeyed from the heart that form of 
dodlrine which was delivered you. 
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Being then made free from fin, ye became the Ser- 
vants of righteoufnefs. 

I fpeak after the manner of Men, becaufe of the in- 
firmity of your flefh: for as ye have yielded your 
members fervants to uncleannefs and to iniquity unto 
iniquity ; even fo now yield your members fervants to 
righteoufnefs unto holinefs. 

For when ye were the fervants of fin, ye were free 
from righteoufnefs. 

What fruit had ye then in thofe things whereof ye 
are now afhamed ? for the end of thofe things is death. 

But now being made free from fin, and become fer- 
vants to God, ye have your fruit unto holinefs, and the 
end everlafting Life. 

For the wages of fin is Death ; but the gift of God is 
eternal Life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


Ephefians i., ii., iii. 

TJAUL, an Apoftle of Jesus Christ by the will of 
A God, to the Saints which are at Ephefus, and to 
the* Faithful in Christ Jesus. 

Grace be to you, and peace, from God our Father, 
and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Blefled be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Who hath blefled us with all fpiritual bleflings 
in heavenly places in Christ. 

According as He hath chofen us in Him before the 
foundation of the World, that we fhould be holy and 
without blame before Him in love : 

Having predeftinated us unto the adoption of Chil- 
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dren by Jesus Christ to Himfelf, according to the 
good pleafure of His Will, 

To the praife of the glory of His grace, wherein He 
hath made us accepted in the Beloved : 

In Whom we have redemption through His Blood, 
the forgivenefs of fins, according to the riches of His 
Grace ; 

Wherein He hath abounded toward us in all wifdom 
and prudence; 

Having made known unto us the myftery of His 
Will, according to His good pleafure which He hath 
purpofed to Himfelf : 

That in the difpenfation of the fulnefs of times. He 
might gather together in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in Heaven, and which are on Earth ; even in 
Him : 

In Whom alfo we have obtained an Inheritance, 
being predeftinated according to the purpofe of Him 
Who worketh all things after the counfel of His Own 
Will : 

That we fhould be to the praife of His glory, who 
firft trufted in Christ. 

In Whom ye alfo trufted, after that ye heard the 
Word of Truth, the Gofpel of your falvation: in Whom 
alfo, after that ye believed, ye were fealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promife. 

Which is the earneft of our Inheritance, until the 
redemption of the purchafed PofTeflion, unto the praife 
of His glory. 

Wherefore I alfo, after I heard of your faith in the 
Lord Jesus, and love unto all the Saints, 
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Ccafe not to give thanks for you, making mention of 
you in my prayers ; 

That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Fa- 
ther of Glory, may give unto you the Spirit of wifciom 
,and revelation in the knowledge of Him : 

The eyes of your undemanding being enlightened ; 
that ye may know what is the hope of His calling, and 
what the riches of the glory of His Inheritance in the 
Saints, 

And what is the exceeding greatnefs of His Power 
to uf-ward who believe, according to the working of 
His mighty Power, 

Which He wrought in Christ, when He railed 
Him from the dead, and fet Him at His Own right 
Hand in the heavenly Places,

Among whom alfo we all had our converfation in 
times pad in the lulls of our flelh, fulfilling the defires

of the flefh and of the mind ; and were by nature the 
Children of wrath, even as others. 

But God, Who is rich in mercy, for His great love 
wherewith He loved us. 

Even when we were dead in fins, hath quickened us 
together with Christ, (by grace ye are faved;) 

And hath raifed us up together, and made us fit 
together in Heavenly places in Christ Jesus ; 

That in the ages to come He might (how the ex- 
ceeding riches of His grace, in His kindnefs toward us 
through Christ Jesus. 

For by Grace are ye faved through Faith ; and that 
not of yourfelves ; it is the gift of God : 

Not of works, left any man fhould boaft. 

For we are His workmanfhip, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we fhould walk in them. 

Wherefore remember, that ye being in time paft 
Gentiles in the flefh, who are called Uncircumcifion 
by that which is called the Circumcifion in the flefh 
made by hands ; 

That at that time ye were without Christ, being 
aliens from the commonwealth of Ifrael, and ftrangers 
from the covenants of promife, having no hope, and 
without God in the World : 

But now, in Christ Jesus, ye who fometimes were 
for off*, arc made nigh by the Blood of Christ. r 

For He is our Peace, Who hath made both one, and 
hath broken down the middle wall of partition be- 
tween us ; 

Having abolifhed in His Flefh the enmity, even the 
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Law of Commandments contained in ordinances; for 
to make in Himfelf of twain one new man, fo making 
peace ; 

And that He might reconcile both unto God in one 
body by the Crofs, having flain the enmity thereby. 

And came and preached peace to you which were 
afar off, and to them that were nigh. 

For through Him we both have accefs by one Spirit 
unto the Father. 

Now therefore ye are no more Strangers and Fo- 
reigners, but Fellow -citizens with the Saints, and of the 
Houfehold of God ; 

And are built upon the foundation of the Apoftles 
and Prophets, Jesus Christ Himfelf being the chief 
Corner-ftone ; 

In Whom all the building, fitly framed together, 
groweth unto an holy Temple in the Lord ; 

In Whom ye alfo are builded together for an habi- 
tation of God through the Spirit. 

TT'OR this caufe I Paul, the Prifoner of Jesus Christ 
-■* for you Gentiles, 

(If ye have heard of the difpenfation of the Grace of 
God, which is given me to you-ward : 

How that by revelation He made known unto me 
the Myftery ; (as I wrote afore in few words, 

W{iereby, when ye read, ye may underftand my 
knowledge in the Myftery of Christ ;) 

Which in other ages was not made known unto the 
fons of Men, as it is now revealed unto His holy Apof- 
tles and Prophets by the Spirit ; 
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That the Gentiles fhould be fellow-heirs, and of the 
fame body, and partakers of His promife in Christ 
by the Gofpel ; 

Whereof I was made a Minifter, according to the 
gift of the grace of God given unto me by the effe&ual 
working of His power. 

Unto me, who am lefs than the leaft of all Saints, is 
this grace given, that I lhould preach among the Gen- 
tiles the unfearchable riches of Christ : 

And to make all men fee, what is the fellowlhip of 
the my fiery, which from the beginning of the World 
hath been hid in God, Who created all things by Jesus 
Christ : 

To the intent that now unto the Principalities and 
Powers in heavenly places might be known, by the 
Church, the manifold Wifdom of God, 

According to the eternal purpofe which He pur- 
pofed in Christ Jesus our Lord : 

In Whom we have boldnefs and accefs with confi- 
dence by the faith of Him. 

Wherefore I defire that ye faint not at my tribula- 
tions for you, which is your glory. 

For this caufe I bow my knees unto the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 

Of Whom the whole Family in Heaven and Earth 
is named. 

That He would grant you, according to the riches 
of His glory, to be ftrengthened with might by His 
Spirit in the inner man ; 

That Christ may dwell in your hearts by faith ; 
that ye, being rooted and grounded in love, 
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May be able to comprehend with all Saints, what is 
the breadth, and length, and depth, and height ; 

And to know the love of Christ, which paflcth 
knowledge, that ye might be filled with all the fulnefs 
of God. 

Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding abun- 
dantly above all that we alk or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us. 

Unto Him be glory in the Church by Christ Jesus, 
throughout all ages. World without end. Amen. 

i S. John iii. 

T1EHOLD, what manner of love the Father hath 
beftowed upon us, that we fhould be called the 
Sons of God ! therefore the World knoweth us not, 
becaufe it knew Him not. 

Beloved, now are we the Sons of God ; and it doth 
not yet appear what we (hall be : but we know that, 
when He (hall appear, we (hall be like Him ; for we 
fhall fee Him as He is. 

And every Man that hath this hope in Him purifieth 
himfelf, even as He is pure. 

Whofoever committeth fin tranfgrefleth alfo the Law : 
for fin is the tranfgreflion of the Law. 

And ye know that He was manifefted to take away 
our fins ; and in Him is no fin. 

Whofoever abideth in Him finneth not : whofoever 
finneth, hath not feen Him, neither known Him. 

Little Children, let no man deceive you : he that 
doeth righteoufnefs is righteous, even as He is righteous. 

He that committeth fin is of the Devil, for the Devil 
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finneth from the beginning. For this purpofe the Son 
of God was manifefted, that He might deftroy the 
works of the Devil. 

Whofoever is born of God doth not commit fin ; 
for His feed remaineth in him : and he cannot fin, be- 
caufe he is born of God. 

In this the Children of God are manifeft, and the 
Children of the Devil : whofoever doeth not righteouf- 
nefs, is not of God, neither he that loveth not his 
Brother. 

For this is the meflage that ye heard from the be- 
ginning, that we fhould love one another. 

Not as Cain, who was of that wicked one, and flew 
his Brother. And wherefore flew he him ? Becaufe 
his own works were evil, and his Brother’s righteous. 

Marvel not, my Brethren, if the World hate you. 

We know that we have palled from death unto life, 
becaufe we love the Brethren. He that loveth not his 
Brother abideth in death. 

Whofoever hateth his Brother is a murderer : and 
ye know that no murderer hath eternal life abiding in 
him. 

Hereby perceive we the love of God, becaufe He 
laid down His life for us : and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the Brethren. 

But whofo hath this World’s good, and feeth his 
Brother have need; and fhutteth up his bowels of 
compaflion from him, how dwelleth the love of God 
in him ? 

My little Children, let us not love in word, neither 
in tongue ; but in deed and in truth. 
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And hereby we know that we are of the truth, and 
fhall allure our hearts before Him. 

For if our heart condemn us, God is greater than 
our heart, and knoweth all things. 

Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God.

For the perfecting of the Saints, for the work of the 
Miniftry, for the edifying of the body of Christ : 

Till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfeCl Man, 
unto the meafure of the ftature of the fulnefs of 
Christ : 

That we henceforth be no more Children, toffed to 
and fro, and carried about With every wind of doCtrine, 
by the Height of Men, and cunning craftinefs, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive ; 

But fpeaking the truth in love, may grow up into 
Him in all things, which is the Head, even Christ : 

From Whom the whole body fitly joined together, 
and compared by that which every joint fupplieth, 
according to the effectual working in the meafure of 
every part, maketh increafe of the body unto the edify- 
ing of itfelf in love. 

This I fay therefore, and teftify in the Lord, that 
ye henceforth walk not as other Gentiles walk, in the 
vanity of their mind. 

Having the underftanding darkened, being alienated 
from the life of God through the ignorance that is in 
them, becaufe of the blindnefs of their heart : 

Who being paft feeling, have given themfelves-over 
unto lafcivioufnefs, to work all uncleannefs with greedi- 
nefs. 

But ye have not fo learned Christ ; 
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If fo be that ye have heard Him, and have been 
taught by Him, as the truth is in Jesus : 

That ye put off, concerning the former converfation, 
the old man, which, is corrupt according to the de- 
ceitful lulls ; 

And be renewed in the fpirit of your mind ; 

And that ye put on the new man, which after God 
is created in righteoufnefs and true holinefs. 

Wherefore putting away lying, fpeak . every Man 
truth with his Neighbour : for we are members one of 
another. 

Be ye angry, and fin not ; let not the fun go down 
upon your wrath : 

Neither give place to the Devil. 

Let him that Hole fteal no more ; but rather let him 
labour, working with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to him that needeth. 

Let no corrupt communication proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good to the ufe of edifying, 
that it may minifter grace unto the hearers. 

And grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, Whereby 
ye are fealed unto the Day of Redemption. 

Let all bitternefs, and wrath, and anger, and cla- 
mour, and evil fpeaking, be put away from you, with 
all malice : 

And be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, for- 
giving one another, even as God for Christ’s fake 
hath^orgiven you. 
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1 S. Timothy vi. 11 — 21. 

TJ UT thou, O Man of God, flee thefe things ; and 
follow after righteoufnefs, godlinefs, faith, love, 
patience, meeknefs. 

Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on Eternal Life, 
whereunto thou art alfo called, and haft profefled a 
good Profeflion before many witnefles. 

I give thee charge in the fight of God, Who quick- 
eneth all things, and before Christ Jesus, Who before 
Pontius Pilate witnefled a good confeflion ;

T?OR the Law, having a fhadow of good things to 
A come, and not the very image of the things, can 
never with thofe facrifices which they offered year by 
year continually make the comers thereunto perfect. 

For then would they not have ceafed to be offered ? 
becaufe that the worfhippers once purged fhould have 
had no more confcience of lins. 

But in thofe facrifices there is a remembrance again 
made 6f fins every year. 

For it is not poffible that the blood of bulls and of 
goats fhould take away fins. 

Wherefore, when He cometh into the World, He 
faith. Sacrifice and offering Thou wouldeft not, but a 
Body haft Thou prepared Me. 

In burnt-offerings and facrifices for fin Thou haft 
had no pleafure : 

Then faid I, Lo, I come (in the Volume of the Book 
it is written of Me) to do Thy Will, O God. 

Above, when He faid. Sacrifice and offering and 
burnt-offerings and offering for fin Thou wouldeft not, 
neither hadft pleafure therein; which are offered by 
the Law ; 

Then faid He, Lo, I come to do Thy Will, O God 
He taketh away the firft, that He may eftablifh the 
fecond. 
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By the which Will we are fanttified, through the 
offering of the Body of Jesus Christ once for all. 

And every Prieft ftandeth daily miniftering, and 
offering oftentimes the fame facrifices, which can never 
take away fins : 

But this Man, after He had offered one facrifice for 
fins for ever, fat down on the right Hand of God ; 

From henceforth expetting till His enemies be made 
His footftool. 

For by one offering He hath perfetted for ever them 
that are fanttified. 

Whereof the Holy Ghost alfo is a witnefs to us : * 
for after that He had faid before. 

This is the Covenant that I will make with them 
after thofe days, faith the Lord ; I will put My laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds will I write them ; 

And their fins and iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

Now where remiflion of thefe is, there is no more 
offering for fin. 

Having therefore, brethren, boldnefs to enter into 
the Holieft by the Blood of Jesus, 

By a new and living way, which He hath confe- 
crated for us through the Veil, that is to fay. His 
Flclh; 

And having an High Prieft over the Houfe of God ; 
Let us draw near with a true heart, in full affurance 
of faith, having our hearts fprinkled from an evil con- 
fcience, and our bodies wafhed with pure water. 

Let us hold faft the Profeffion of our Faith without 
wavering ; (for He is faithful that promifed ;) 
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And let us confider one another, to provoke unto 
love and to good works : 

Notforfaking the aflembling of ourfelves together, as 
the manner of fome is 5 but exhorting one another : 
and fo much the more as ye fee the day approaching. 

For if we fin wilfully after that we have received 
the knowledge of the Truth, there remaineth no more 
facrifice for fins. 

But a certain fearful looking for of judgment, and 
fiery indignation, which (hall devour the adverfaries. 

He that defpifed Mofes’ law died without mercy 
under two or three witnefles : 

Of how much forer puniftiment, fuppofe ye, (hall 
he be thought worthy, who hath trodden under foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted the Blood of the 
Covenant, wherewith he was fanttified, an unholy 
thing, and hath done defpite unto the Spirit of 
grace ? 

For we know Him that hath faid. Vengeance be- 
longed unto Me, I will recompenfe, faith the Lord. 
And again. The Lord (hall judge His People. 

It is a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God. 

But call to remembrance the former days, in which, 
after ye were illuminated, ye endured a great fight of 
afflictions ; 

Partly, whilft ye were made a gazing-ftock, both by 
reproaches and afflictions, and partly, whilft ye became 
companions of them that were fo ufed. 

For ye had compaflion of me in my bonds, and 
took joyfully the fpoiling of your goods, knowing in 
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yourfelves that ye have in Heaven a better and an en- 
during fubftance. 

Caft not away therefore your confidence, which hath 
great recompenfe of reward. 

For ye have need of patience, that, after ye have 
done the Will of God, ye might receive the Promiie. 

For yet a little while, and He that (hall come will 
come, and will not tarry. 

Now the juft ihall live by faith : but if any man 
draw back, my foul ihall have no pleafure in him* 

But we are not of them who draw back unto per- 
dition, but of them that believe to the faving of the 
Soul.

Epbejtans v. 

E ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
Children ; 

And walk in love, as Christ alfo hath 
loved us, and hath given Himfelf for us. 
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an offering and a facrifice to God for a fweet-fmelling 
favour. 

But fornication, and all uncleannefs, or covetoufnefs, 
let it not be once named among you, as becometh 
Saints ; 

Neither filthinefs, nor foolilh talking, nor jelling, 
which are not convenient ; but rather giving of thanks. 

For this ye know that no whore-monger, nor un- 
clean perfon, nor covetous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the Kingdom of Christ and of 
God. 

Let no man deceive you with vain words : for be- 
caufe of thefe things cometh the wrath of God upon 
the Children of difobedience. 

Be not ye therefore partakers with them. 

For ye were fometimes darknefs, but now are ye 
light in the Lord : walk as children of light ; 

(For the fruit of the Spirit is in all goodnefs and 
righteoufnefs and truth ;) 

Proving what is acceptable unto the Lord. 

And have no fellowfhip with the unfruitful works 
of darknefs, but rather reprove them. 

For it is a fhame even to fpeak of thofe things which 
are done of them in fecret. 

But all things that are reproved are made manifeft by , 
, the light : for whatfoever doth make manifeft is light. 

Wherefore He faith. Awake, thou that fleepeft, 
and arife from the dead, and Christ ihall give thee 
light. 

See then that ye walk circumfpe&ly, not as fools, 
but as wife. 
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Redeeming the time, becaufe the days are evil. 

Wherefore be ye not unwife, but underftanding 
what the will of the Lord is. 

And be not drunk with wine, wherein is $xcefs ; but 
be filled with the Spirit ; 

Speaking to yourfelves in Pfalms, and Hymns, and 
fpiritual Songs, finging and making melody in your 
heart to the Lord 5 

Giving thanks always for all things unto God and 
the Father in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Submitting yourfelves one to another in the fear of 
God. 

Wives, fubmit yourfelves unto your own Hufbands, 
as unto the Lord. 

For the Hufband is the head of the Wife, even as 
Christ is the Head of the Church : and He is the 
Saviour of the Body. 

, Therefore as the Church is fubjedt unto Christ, fo 
let the Wives be to their own Hufbands in everything. 

Hufbands, love your Wives, even as Christ alfo 
loved the Church, and gave Himfelf for it ; 

That He might fan&ify and cleanfe it with the 
wafhing of water by the Word, 

That He might prefent it to Himfelf a glorious 
Church, not having fpot, or wrinkle, or any fuch 
thing; but that it fhould be holy and without ble — 
midi. 

So ought men to love their Wives as their own 
bodies. He that loveth his Wife, loveth himfelf. 

For no man ever yet hated his own flefh, but nou- 
rifheth and cherifheth it, even as the Lord the Church : 
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For we are members of His Body, of His Flelh, 
and of His Bones. 

For this caufe lhall a man leave his Father and Mo- 
ther, and lhall be joined unto his Wife, and they two 
fhall be one flelh. 

This is a great myftery : but I fpeak concerning 
Christ and the Church. 

Neverthelefs, let every one of you in particular, fo 
love his Wife even as himfelf ; and the Wife fee that 
fhe reverence her Hulband. 


Colojjians iii. 

TF ye then be rifen with Christ, feek thofe things 
which are above, where Christ litteth on the 
right hand of God. 

Set your affe&ion on things above, not on things on 
the Earth. 

For ye are dead, and your life is* hid with Christ 
in God. 

When Christ Who is our Life, lhall appear, then 
lhall ye alfo appear with Him in glory. 

Mortify therefore your members which are upon 
the Earth ; fornication, uncleannefs, inordinate affec- 
tion, evil concupifcence, and covetoufnefs, which is 
idolatry : 

For which things* fake the' wrath of God cometh 
on the Children of difobedience. 

In the which ye alfo walked fome time, when ye 
lived in them. 

But now ye alfo put off all thefe ; anger, wrath. 
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malice, blafphemy, filthy communication out of your 
mouth. 

Lie not one to another, feeing that ye have put off 
the old Man with his deeds ; 

And have put on the new Man, which is renewed 
in knowledge after the Image of Him that created Him: 

Where there is neither Greek nor Jew, circumci- 
fion, nor uncircumcifion. Barbarian, Scythian, bond 
nor free : but Christ is all, and in all. 

Put on therefore, as the Eled of God, holy and 
beloved, bowels of mercies, kindnefs, humblenefs of 
mind, meeknefs, long-fuffering ; 

Forbearing one another, and forgiving one another, 
if any man have a quarrel againft any ; even as Christ 
forgave you, fo alfo do ye. 

And above all things put on charity, which is the 
bond of perfednefs. 

And let the Peace of God rule in your hearts, to 
the which alfo ye are called in one Body ; and be ye 
thankful. 

Let the Word of Christ dwell in you richly in all 
wifdom ; teaching and admoniihing one another in 
pfalms and hymns and fpiritual fongs, iinging with 
grace in your hearts to the Lord. 

And whatfoever ye do in word or deed, do all in 
the Name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God 
and the Father by Him. 

Wives, fubmit yourfelves unto your own Hulbands, 
as it is fit in the Lord. 

Hulbands, love your Wives, and be not bitter againft 
them. 
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Children, obey your Parents in all things : for this 
is well pleafing unto the Lord. 

Fathers, provoke not your Children to anger, left 
they be difcouraged. 

Servants, obey in all things your Matters according 
to the flefh : not with eye-fervice, as men-pleafcrs ; 
but in finglenefs of heart, fearing God : 

And whatfoever ye do, do it heartily, as to the 
Lord, and not unto Men ; 

Knowing that of the Lord ye (hall receive the re- 
ward of the Inheritance : for ye ferve the Lord Christ. 

But he that doeth wrong fhall receive for the wrong 
which he hath done : and there is no refpeft of perfons. 

Revelation xix. i — 9.
